Even the Globe 
considered that if the loan brought £95 
it would be a good thing for Canada, but 
as a matter of fact it brought one 
shilling better than that average, the price 
being £95, Is. This is equivalent to 
placing a throe and a half per cent, loan 
on the market for the same length of 
period, and realizing 107 to 108 or a four 
per cent, loan, realizing 119 or 120. A 
cable to the Minister of Finance from the 
High Commissioner .says twelve millions 
sterling was subscribed, or three times tho 
amount asked for. Tenders below 95 get 
iiothiii,,'.

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EMPEROR FREDERICK 111. DEAD. 

The Kaiser dead 1 Tliis was the 
atartling, though not unexpected, news 
which was flashed around the world yester- 
day. In the Castle of Friedrickakron at 
Fotsdam, the afflicted aoveroigii onteieJ 
patiently iut« rest. Frederick 111., King 
of Prussia and Emperor of (Jorniany, was 
the only son of the late William 1., and of 
liis wife, who befoi'e liei- marriage wiia the 
Priueesit Augusta, lUiughter of Charles 
Frederick, t\u> Grand Duke of Weiuiar. 
Ho wiiH born at Potsdam on the 18th of 
Ootoher, 1831, and, like his father, was 
carefully educatecl for the, military pro- 
fession, which he entered at: an early age, 
and in which he rose to the rank of 
general, having held numerbiis important 
military appointments at different periods 
in Ilia career. In 18C0, in the war be 
tween Prussia and Austria which led to the 
unltication of ti\o (ieruian Empire, he had 
three army corps under his orders, as well 
as tlie (Juard corp.s ooiumaiided by Prince 
Augustus of Wurteiuberg, liis Chief of 
Stall" being Jlajor-Ooueral von Blunien-

promotion. Two years ago — he is now 
29 — Prince William ranked only as a 
Major, and people in general ajioke 
with surprise at the slowness with 
which ' he advanced, yet all praised 
the thoroughness of tho military educa- 
tion. Iniiuinerable princelings wore then 
above him, as well as untitled men of not 
much longer service, for a I'ruaaian I'riiice 
receives his straps at the ago of ten. He 
was compelled to work like the rest of his 
comrades, e(ptally subject to military dis 
cipline. Early and late he was with hia 
regiment, oixlered about as an ordinary 
.major, saluting his superiors, with little 
or no attention — in a military way— paid 
to his royal rank. ' But all , this was 
changed,' and ho at last wore tlie brilliant 
insignia of a Prussian Major-General 
Tho Emperor appointed him by telegraph 
— he bein? stationed in Potsdam — and 
few hours later he presented himself to 
his grandsire in his nciw regimentals, 
beamingly hapjiy at his increased import 
ancu.

have made him King and Emperor 
.T-aiid- itho proud old ruler thoiight 
it best to recognize this' poitiBibility, and 
prepare this jroun'g man for its realization 
Tlie new Kaiser lacks the prominent 
rugged features of his father and tli 
handsome lines of hiu grandsire. Tin 
Holienzollerns have no hereditary phy- 
sical cluracteristics. Even Professor 
Tireliow failed to find any cranial 
ones in liis scientific examination of 
the ancestral skulls. They have never 
intermarried, having the purest blood of 
all royal fairiilies:^a custom which tends 
to preserve and,, intensify poculiariliea.

But, despite the comparatively weak chin, 
lii.s cold blue eye has a bravo, daring ex 
pi ession, which reminds one a little of the 
great Frederick, whom he is fondly said 
to resemble in chai-acter. He i« alcnder in 
build, and shorter in stoture than his bro- 
ther, the '"naval Hohejiaoilern." His 
.right hand Is badly, crippled, and his right 
arm at least, two inches shorter than his 
left, a defect which ' has caused aa much 
annoyance And inental pain as ever Byron's 
deformity did. lie tries upon every oc- 
casion to concetd it, but tries, of course, 
in vain. Yet. tliu .skill ho possesses is re- 
markable. He cariioa bix sword upon 
parade as W(dl ii.s any (jllicer, and luis be- 
come a most uxcellciit fencer, rides like a 
Cossack, and shoots with unerring aim 
No oHicor in the army is more popular 
than this royal scion and none more 
o)oxfirJ,', Jf^j )vp^|3|r,that hia men are at- 
tached to him. ' He lias a ploasanf; word 
for all, and cracks hia joke Vith- tlie coni- 
iiinn nuin as H)ouf;h'he were flf his num- 
ber.

To iHK lilinToit — I have no wish, nor 
do 1 intend to be drawn into a controver- 
sial currespondeiioe on the ([uestion of a 
■Jubilee hospital site, being desirous only 
to do what is for the liest in the premises. 
With these intentions I called on i\lr. 
Cliudley with reference to his letter in 
tlii.s morning's Colo.nist, to inform him 
that he was mistaken in stating that I had 
tiikeii the principal load in the [ireseiit 
state of affairs "and that 1 did not object 
to the |)roposed site at the jn-oper time," 
and reipiesting him to withdniw his state 
iiicjit, whiiih he declined to do. It there 
fore remains for me to say that Mr 
Chudley's statements are incorrect. I op 
posed the Ricliiiioiid road site until tin 
majority of the committee decided against 
my viewB.:. , , , , . ■ 

It is to be regi'etted that ho should have 
iniHapiirehended.and have made a personal 
matter of the acti<iii of .some gentlemen 
wIkj have no oMier object in viow than to 
deal with a pulilio (piestion in the iiuerest 
of the public. It is true that I submitted 
to the will of the majority on the ipiestion 
of aitc at that time, but on my return 
Innne a fortnight ago, 1 found theciuestioi 
of "uito" revived, and did not consider 
myself bound for all time to come by the 
action of tho majority. 

I received an invitation to attend a 
meeting of a quaai-private character in 
connection with this matter, at wliich I 
was named one of a deputjiti(ni to wait on 
Mr. Chudley to ask him to cjill a meeting 
of the general coiiuiiittee with a view to 
.•irranging for a reconsideration i^f tlu 
question of site, and fora vote being takei 
of the whole body of siilwcriljora thereon. 
Subse(|ueiitly Mr. Chudley invited Mr. 
Langley, Mr. Shakes[)oaie ami myself t(.i 
meet the building committee, which wo 
did, when we made every ctl'ort to impress 
upon the committee the adyisubility "of 
taking the opinion of the public or of the 
subscribers on tho qiiestion' of site," in 
order, if for no other purpose, to 
relieve themselves of all respcjiisi- 
blity and blame hereafter. We pointed 
out the extra c(jst of a resident 
medical man - cost of drainage and uncer- 
tainty of water supply. We pointed out 
the struggle it is at present to maintain 
the present Boyal Hospital amongst a 
united community; such being the case, 
what will tho difliculty be with hugely 
increased y.\iieiisos and the coiiiniunily 
divided. 

The chairman of the bnildingccunmitli'e 
courteously jiroiiiised to lake our sugges- 
tions into consideration, aiul we withdrew. 
Such is niy recollection of the interview, 
and 1 think the oommittco fully under- 
stood, although moving ab a late hour, 
that our wishes were similar to their own, 
viz., to arrive at the best ]io.ssiblo conclu- 
sioii. I'lider these cireiniist.-inces, iMr. 
Chudley has acted indiscreetly in intiii- 
duciiig ii personal element into .an inipcu t- 
aiit jnililic ((uestion.
